An experiment in adult education 


is to be initiated in the evening 
high school Monday night, when a 
panel forum series of meetings opens.

Magnificient horseflesh is admired around 


the world. Men and horses have been united 
in requited love and respect since the dim 
days when the Arabs developed their steeds 
from the strong, courageous and enduring 
strains of the desert, and down thru the cen- 
turies the breeding of fine horses has been 
the delight of the gentleman and aristocrat. 


There can be no objection on the part of 


anyone to the spectacle of blooded horses on 
at Santa Anita. But some of us are fearful 
of the human element. We can admire the 
horses, but not always the human parasites 
that debauch the "sport of kings." When 
horse-racing was actually the diversion of 
gentlemen, who played the races with that 
same sense of honor they now associate with 
golf, the wagering was honest, and lent a bit 
of chance and skill to the conttsts. It was in- 
evitable that the betting degenerated into 
wholesale fleecing of the public, attracted 
touts, tipsters and fixers, jockey bribers, dop- 
ers of horses, and, around the edges, the 
three-card monte gambler, the shell game, 
the pickpocket, the prostitute and the peddler 
of drugged liquor. Horses and their owners 
could not in most cases be blamed for these 
conditions, but our public officials became lax 
in restrictions, some of them accepting bribes, 
until conditions became so stenchful as to 
outrage decent citizenry, and horse-racing 
was banned in the interest of public morality. 


The pari-mutuel machines are designed to 


take the dishonesty out of betting and give 
everyone a fair break, but there never was 
a law, a regulation or a machine but that the 
crook could and did circumvent them and 
make the attempt at fairness a mockery. 


Great horses ran on the old "Lucky" Bald- 


win track at Santa Anita long years before 
these splendid brutes performed for the mul- 
titude this week. If the crowds thrilled to 
the sight of Equipoise, of Twenty Grand, of 
Ladysman, of Cavalcade, they also thrilled 
to the proud prancing and regnant bearing 
of Lucky Baldwin's Rey El Santa Anita, of 
Volante, of that dream of beauty that was 
Silver Cloud, in the days when Baldwin was 
at the heighth of his fame.

been possible to render efficient and 
continuous service over a long per- 
iod of years. 


The early rains of last fall made a 


much shorter irrigating and pump- 
ing season than vfas anticipated at 
the outset. The irrigating season 
proper was well under way by the 
middle of March, hue due to the in- 
sufficient amount of water to be de- 
rived from the San Gabriel river, it 
was necessary to commence pump- 
ing as early as the third of May, 
continuing until the rain of October 
17, since which time it has not been 
necessary to run any of the plants 
or equipment. However, up to Oc- 
tober 17 oil of our equipment was in 
constant, strenuous operation both 
day and night, giving excellent and 
satisfactory service with but slight 
delays and very little expense for 
repairs. 


Judging from the manner in which 


our rainfall is coming up to the 
present time, it would seem that the 
matter of maintaining a sufficient 
quantity of irrigating water available 
at all times to the stockholders dur- 
ing the coming season should be 
much more easy of accomplishment 
than for many years. 


Your present board of directors 


realized at the beginning of the year 
the magnitude of the task they were 
being confronted with and the diffi- 
culties to be surmounted.

It might be both interesting and 


enlightening to mention a few of the 
more important repairs and replace- 
ments undertaken during the past 
season. It was necessary to spend 
considerable time last spring . in 
•enovating and cleaning our main 
concrete ditch from the division box 
down to Gladstone, avenue. 
The 


ditch was in poor condition, not hav- 
ing had a thorough cleaning for sev~ 
eral years. This work took a gang 
of fifteen men approximately four 
weeks, at a total cost of $1234.06 for 
all labor, materials and equipment 


Both reservoirs were cleaned anc 


repaired, the Irwindale plant reser- 
voir costing $62.45, while the reser- 
voir on San Bernardino road cos 
$123.50 for cleaning and $50.10 for 
repairs. The paving of South Cit- 
rus avenue necessitated the replac- 
ing of three concrete pipe cross- 
overs with steel pipe at a cost o: 
$302.75, the expense of which was 
borne entirely by the county of Los 
Angeles.

our board decidedly felt the effort 
nd expense were justifiable.

'ery little appreciable results, aside 
rom the fact that the well had a 
dorough cleaning and that we are 
practically convinced that 
excep- 


ional or astounding results can 
lever be realized from this well. 


This equipment was operated a 


otal of 918% hours, at an operating 
ost of $353.12, pumping 27,491 m.h.i. 
f water, at a unit rate of $1.25 per 
00 m.h.i. of water. A re-rating in 
he size of motor, together with a 
light reduction in power cost, were 
esponsible for the savings affected 
at this plant. 


Due to the enormous amount of 


;and which was pumped out of the 
Jadillo street well last year while 
urther developing same, and also to 
he breaking of the oil, lines leading 
down to the pump bowls, it was 
necessary to pull this pump during 
he past season and replace the pump 
jowls at a cost of $7189.9, including 
abor of pulling and resetting of 
pump. A saving of more than this 
amount was affected in the operation 
)f this plant during the past season. 
The entire equipment is now in the 
jest of repair and .condition. We 
now pump 92 inches of water from 
his plant, as compared with 62 
nches at the beginning of the sea- 
son. The increased results obtained 
this year more than justified every 
effort made the previous season in 
further developing this well. The 
expenditure incident to making the 
necessary repairs should prove of 
even greater value and worth to the 
company in the future by more con- 
tinuous operation. From this plant 
a total of 161,259 rn.h.i. of water 
were pumped, the equipment oper- 
ating 1922J/2 hours at a total operat- 
ing cost of $1706.42, or at a unit rate 
of $1.059 per 100 m.h.i. of water. 


The Irwindale plant functioned 


splendidly and is now in a good 
state of repair, needing only minor 
changes and repairs to be in readi- 


material assistance and guidance to 
our engineer and, undoubtedly, 
proved a contributing factor in the 
splendid results obtained during the 
past season. The plant and entire 
equipment were operated a total of 
3885.3 hours, pumping and boosting 
a total of 2,234,089 m.h.i. of water, 
at an actual pumping cost of $12,761, 
or at a unit rate of .571 cents plus 
per 100 m.h,i. of water. The total 
cost of maintaining, repairing and 
operating this plant amounted to 
$17,432.90. The cost per 100 miner 
hour inches, figured on this basis, 
amounted to 78 cents plus. 


The water levels at this plant were 


slightly lower than the previous sea- 
son. At the beginning of the season 
the average water level in both wells 
stood at 143 feet, but by the end of 
the season this level had dropped to 
156.54 feet, which was exactly five 
feet lower than the lowest level of 
the previous season. In spite of the 
increased lift caused from lowering 
water planes at this plant, we were 
still able to reduce the average ac- 
tual pumping cost from 61 cents 
plus, the cost JOT the previous sea- 
son, to 57 cents plus per 100 miner 
hour inches. The above costs do not 
only cover the pumping cost of the 
water out of the wells, but also in- 
clude the cost of boosting this water 
up to the reservoir on San Bernar- 
dino road near Grand avenue, at an 
additional, elevation of some 225 feet, 
including pipe line friction. 


Many times it has been told in 


my presence that this plant more 
than paid for the entire bonded in- 
debtedness during the first season's 
operation back in 1911. Such being 
the case, it has surely more than 
said for itself many times over since 
;hat time. It would be a pleasure at 
any time, while the plant is in oper- 
ation, to show any interested stock- 
holder thru this or any of the other 
of our various plants. We feel sure 
that it would be both inspiring anc 
enlightening, to say the least, anc 
well worth anyone's time and effort 
Again permit me to centure the as- 
sertion, without fear of contradic- 
tion, that there are few plants, ii 
any, operating under similar condi- 
tions, that can boast of such envi- 
able records which have been estab- 
lished at this plant, not only during 
this past season, but over a perioc 
of years.

This old 
trail was followed by a long line of 
explorers, hunters and traders; of 
pioneer settlers of El Monte and Los 
Angeles who came close in the 
wake of these adventurers; later

In 1869 William R. Martin (better 


known as Toots Martin) came with 
his family to the mouth of San Di- 
mas canyon, east of the Cunning- 
hams, and lived there three years. 


At this time teams could not drive 


across the cienega at Mud Springs, 
and if a horse got stuck in the mud 
or bog, a whole acre would shake 


with his struggles. 


And as late as 1887 when the San- 


ta Fe railway was built across the 
cienega, it was necessary to drive 
piling deep and plentifully to secure 
a solid roadbed. 


SETTLERS WHO REMAINED 
In 1878 C. P. Teague became as- 


sociated with the Mound City Land 
and Water association. They bought 
Captain Henry Dalton's interests in 
Azusa and in the San Jose rancho, 
which included Mud Springs. His 
son, Jasper N. Teague, was a sur- 
veyor for his company and also had 
a power of attorney in all affairs 
pertaining to the company for his 
father. It was in behalf of these in- 
terests that he made Mud Springs 
his residence. With him came his 
brother, David C. Teague, and fam- 
ily. 
They selected for their home- 


site the very sycamore grove where 
Mr. Clancy had lived, and finding 
the chimney of the old Clancy house 
still standing, they built a California 
house up against it, and lived there 
for two years; later they built a 
house a little to the northeast. The 
venture in which they were interest- 
ed ended in a disappointment char- 
acteristic of those days. So the 
Teagues turned to the thing that was 
obviously possible, the raising of 
grain. The first year they plowed 
one thousand acres, but that is an- 
other story. In 1879 the Teagues 
sank a well on the east bank of the 
cienega, which was the first at Mud 
Springs. The adandoned shaft of this 
well may still be seen. Here flowed 
the initial stream of irrigation. D. C. 
Teague and his father, C. P. Teague, 
in 1888 set out the first orange or- 
chard at Mud Springs, which had 
recently acquired the name of San 
Dimas. D. C. Teague and his de- 
scendants the still residents of San 
Dimas, as is his brother, R. M. 
Teague. 


The last of the beautiful old syca- 


mores surrounding these first homes 
at Mud Springs were dynamited out 
in 1895 to make way for the branch 
line of the Southern Pacific railroad 
running from Pomona to Bassett. 


In 1887 the San .Jose Land com- 


pany was formed and a subdivision 
put on the market. The name of 
Mud Springs was then changed to 
San Dimas. With the sale of this 
acreage came the demand for water. 
The first water, of course, came from 
Mud Springs. In order to provide 
its first buyers with the water that 
was sold them, the land company 
put down seventeen wells on the 
margin of the cienega. These were 
all flowing wells. Later, to increase 
the water supply, tunnels were driv- 
en in to tap the flowing wells. And 
these were followed with wells with 
pumps. So Mud Springs had the 
first flowing wells and the first 
pumped wells. 
The experimental 


school at which they all learned 
about the development of irrigating 
water was right here at Mud Springs. 


DUTY TO POSTERITY 


Today the old Mud Springs are 


but a memory, just a slight depres- 
sion in the old earth by the side of 
the road, with not enough moisture 
to keep the tules alive, a very ple- 
bian spot indeed. It is difficult to 
realize that it has played such an 
important part in the history of 
California. But it is more difficult 
to realize that being red-blooded 
Americans and loyal Calif ornians we 
have allowed this, one of the oldest 
historical spots in California, to be 
neglected and almost forgotten. 


Back in the days when it was 


surrounded by a famous marsh and 
all manner of water-loving life grew 
in luxuriance, the mission padres 
rested there as they traveled thru 
the valley hi their efforts to Chris- 
tianize the Indians, and more than 
150 years ago Juan Bautista de An- 
za, on each of his trips to California, 


watered his herds and refreshed his 
followers here. It is interesting to 
remember that things were begin- 
ning at Mud Springs in the days of 
the Boston tea party; when forces 
were stirring on the other side of 
the continent for the making of this 
nation, and that each was unaware 
of the other. These things alone 
would be sufficient cause for us to 
make a great effort to set aside this 
spot as a shrine for the future Amer- 
icans. But later came 
Jedediah 


Strong Smith. Of all the explorers 
of the west, there was none braver 
than Smith, who was not only a fur 
trader, but a blazer of trails who 
adhered to the teachings of his 
much-thumbed Bible except in cases 
where nacessity demanded the vig- 
orous use of his other constant com- 
panion, his rifle. He will always be 
known as one of the most heroic 
pioneers of the nation—the explorer, 
trader and trapper who played a 
major part in the opening up of the 
Rocky Mountain west and an over- 
land path to California. 


In 1905 Portland staged the great 


Lewis and Clark exposition and in- 
vited the world in honor of Lewis 
and Clark. What have we in Cali- 
fornia 
done to honor 
Jedediah 


Strong Smith? At the time of the 
one hundredth anniversary, recogni- 
tion was given him by different his- 
torical societies, and a centennial 
pageant was staged in Los Angeles. 
But to our knowledge, nothing of a 
permanent nature has been done. 
Why could not this valley be the 
first to do him honor? Also honor 
Juan Bautista de Anza at the same 
time. Let the world know what an 
important part Mud Springs has 
played in the development of south- 
ern California.

THE FIRST AMERICAN 


An interest in Mud Springs was 


somewhat 
stimulated 
when 
the 


Valley Beautiful association held a 
meeting in San Dimas on the oven- 
ing of November 2(>, 192G, to com- 
memorate the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the camping at ilud 
Springs of that intrepid explorer and 
fur trader, Jedediah Strong Smith. 
He was the first white man to suc- 
cessfully brave the perils of the 
desert, mountains and wilderness 
between the Mississippi and south- 
ern California. 


The story of the journey of the 


trail blazer was uld by the late Jon- 
athan Tibbett, who was personally 
acquainted with the bruin--.-!' of J^-de- 
diah Smith. Smith Bacon, a grand- 
nephew of the pioneer, was also 
present and gave a talk. He dis- 
played several relics of Jedediah 
Smith which are in possession of tho 
family, among other things, a pistol 
and holster and a watch, both of 
which he carried when he was killed 
by the Indians. Having been ordered 
to leave the country by the same, 
way he had entered, he again passed 
thru Mud Springs in January, 1827, 
on his return journey. There was

County Ordinance 
Will Benefit Self-

An ordinance creating a county 


rehabilitation department was adop- 
ted as an emergency measure by the 
board of supervisors last week. 


The ordinance provides for a man- 


ager of county rehabilitation to be 
appointed under civil service. It is 
designed to co-ordinate all existing 
agencies under 
a 
comprehensive 


master plan to bring all unemployed 
to self-sustaining occupations. 


It empowers the rehabilitation de- 


partment to acquire land, equip- 
ment and supplies to carry out the 
master plan, and provides for meth- 
ods whereby unemployed may earn 
supplementary incomes. 


By virtue of the ordinance's adop- 


tion, the county's share of the re- 
cently-voted $24,000,000 state bond 
issue for unemployed relief will be 
used to provide self-help co-opera- 


ves opportunity to expand their 
perations. 
The ordinance will permit the co- 
peratives to enter an extensive pro- 
ram of production-for-use without 
iterferirig with established indus- 
ries and is considered a victory for 
o-operative units, the Utopian So- 
iety of America and the End Pov- 
rty league, according to Hugh Mac- 
3eth, spokesman for the group sup- 
orting the request. 
Duty of the new department and 


ts manager, as set forth, is "to de- 
ise ways and means for bringing 
>ersons unable to maintain them- 
elves to self-support . . . and under 
he direction of supervisors to carry 
out plans, projects and activities 
authorized by the supervisors which 
are designed by bringing such per- 
>ons to self-support and a comfort- 
able standard of living."

to Maurice Mustad, center on the 
1934 team, who played through all 
four quarters of nearly every game 
of the season, and had proved one 
of the finest pivot men in the history 
of Covina high school football. 


At the outset of the meeting a 


group of several musical selections 
were presented by the quintet com- 
posed of James Hodges, Grant Chap- 
man, Miss Betty Reed, Kyle Pollard, 
and W. C. Edgett. 


The later portion of the meeting 


was in charge of W. J. Evans, pro- 
gram chairman, who introduced first 
J. W. Means, who began coaching 
here in 1914. He gave many inter- 
esting incidents relating to early 
football, and named several local 
men who had played under his guid- 
ance. 


V. R. Ross was introduced next 


and also told of incidents connected 
with the school's early athletic his- 
tory. Ross later coached one season 
which was abruptly terminated by 
the influenza epidemic after two 
games had been played. 


The next mentor, Donald H. Mc- 


Intosh, related his experiences on 
returning from France at the close 
of the world war, when he secured 
the position of coach at Covina 
shortly after his return. Starting in 
1919 he coached Covina teams for 
six years, when the school was a 
member of the old Central league, 
which included Glendale, Franklin, 
Alhambra, Monrovia, South Pasa- 
dena, and Citrus high schools.
